Bank Is Raided 


The two bandits entered the bank 


just before closing time (uitl engaged 
E. M. Sharp, cashier, nnd E. L. Har- 
rison, assistant cashier, in conversation 
until 3 o'clock. 
Then one of the 


bandits locked the door and pulled 
the shades. 


Both men pointed pistols at the 


cashiers unoi at Mrs. Jim Cole, book- 
koeptir. 'f hey frfrctd Harrison ti> open' 
the safe in the front lobby and then 
compelled all three to lie down on the 
floor while they scoojx'd up the money 
in .the canes. 


Then they ordered the bank em- 


ployes 
to enter tlie vault. Shnrp 


argued they would suffocate in the 
vault, and the robbers discussed plac- 
ing two in the vault and tying une 
up in the bank until they left. Finally 
they forced all three into the vault and 
loeked I ho door. The trio escaped un- 
aided fnjm the vault in 15 minutes. 


No customers were in the bank and 


no one outside knew that a robbery 
»vas taking place. 


Description of Pair 


Harrison described one of the men 


a.s about ,V>. ruddy complexioned. dark 
l.air, five feet, .six inches in hc-ight and 
wearing a blue .suit and hut, and the 
other as about 50, slim, tall, pale, 
wrinkled face, five feet nine inches in 
height, and wearing a gray suit and 
hat. 


Both robbers held a hand over their 


faces most of the time. They contin- 
ually warned the bank employes not 
to look at them. They were well 
dressed. One told employes not to get 
out of the vault before "we have time 
to get to Arkadelphia." 


This was the first bank robbery in 


the hi.story of Prescott. W. F. Den- 
man, president, w;us in his office be- 
hind tin- bank room and knew nothing 
of the hold-up until after the em- 
ployes had e.sca|<ed from the vault. 


The robbers placed the money in a 


large paper .sack, leaving niekles, dimes 
and pennies on counters. 


Officers to Scene 


Gray 
Albright, .superintendent of 


the State Police, dispatched men to 
the scene and two agents from the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation wen.1 
.sent from the Little Hock field of- 
fice. 


Federal agents explained that if more 


than 55,000 was uuken in the hold-up, 
it would bo a federal offen.se bceau.se 
Uie bank is protected by the Federal

The robbery was the first in Arkan- 


sas in more than a year. Tlie First 
National bank of Conway was robbed 
January 14, l!Kl(i, by a lone robber. 
He was captured and most of the loot 
recovered.

England Is Angry

for This Year 


LITTLE ROCK—(/P)—C. C. Randall, 


assistant state extension director, an- 
nounced Wednesday an increase of 
54,000 acres and approximately 22,000 
bales in the Arkansas cotton allot- 
ment for 1937. 


The allotment, made by the Agri- 


cultural Adjustment Administration 
was 3,722,507 acres and 1,400,000 bales. 


"If we divert 30 per cent of this 


acreage," 
Randall said, "the 
state 


still can produce a million bales of 
cotton. This will enable producers 
to reach the maximum income from 
cotton, taking into consideration the 
payment for diversion allowed under 
tlie program.

LITTLE ROCK-W-The Arkansas 


Corporation Commission sent county 
assessors Wednesday rules and regu- 
lations governing tax exemptions un- 
der the state's new homestead exemp- 
tion law. 


Tlie period for making assessments 


without penalty closes Saturday, but 
the commission said this would not 
'prevent home owners from filing ex- 
emption affidavits later this year. 


Under the enabling act passed by the 


1937 legislature, pursuant to a con- 
stitutional amendment 
adopted 
last 


November, first benefits will accrue 
to homestead owners in 1938 on their 
1937 assessments. 


Five affidavits were furnished the 


assessors-widows' homestead, guard- 
ian's affidavit for benefit of minor, 
affidavit for benefit of minor and 
vendor's affidavit. The rules and reg- 
ulations are as follows. 


Must Make Affidavit 


No exemption will be granted unless 


a homestead affidavit is executed ask- 
nowledged and filed in the assessor's 
rff>co. V..-vlr.tn Tap law the burden of 
establishing the exemption claim is on 
the property owner. 


Any head of a family may make the 


claim by execution of the homestead 
affidavit only. 


A guardian, uncle, aunt, nephew, 


niece, cousin, personal representative 
or agent of a minor may assert the 
exemption claim, but must support 
such claim by execution for and on be- 
half of such minor or both the home- 
stead affidavit and the guardian's af- 
fidavit for bcneft of minor or the 
affidavit of benefit of minor. 


A widow may assert the exemption 


claim but must support such claim 
by execution of both the homestead 
affidavit and the widow's homestead 
affidavit. 


If the property sought to be exempt- 


ed is being purchased by contract, the 
claim must support it by execution of 
the homestead affidavit together with 
the execution by his vendor of the 
vendor's affidavit. 


If husband and wife own realty by 


the entirety, either may, upon their 
joint behalf, establish such reality as 
a homestead. 


Joint tenants or tenants in common 


may assert the exemption claim, each 
to the parcel actually occupied by him, 
provided such parcel .shall not exceed 
in value his undivided share. 


Actual Residence 


Residence or homestead shall mean 


actual abode. 


Assessors, under the law, must make 


.personal investigation, of each home- 
stead exemption application, insofar 
as is possible. 


The uniform affidavit forms au- 


thorized by the commission must be 
used in all counties. Only the state 
levy of 8.7 mills—58.70 per $1000 as- 
sesses valuation—may be exempted. 


Since tlie applicant must prove ac- 


tual occupancy to obtain exemption 
and since only 51000 assessed valua- 
tion is exempt, no property owner, 
under the law, may benefit from the 
homestead exemption by more than 
?8.70 a year.

down" strike in his St. Louis assem- 
bly plant and said his company had no 
intentions of recognizing the United 
Automobile Workers Union as a bar- 
gaining agency. 


"We'll never recognize the United 


Automobile Workers Union or any 
other union," the 73-year old manu- 
facture said at his winter home here. 
Ford announced the St. Louis strike 
after talking by telephone with his 
son, Edsel, president of the company, 
,n Dearborn. Mich. 


The elder Ford said he learned that 
few men struck Tuesday night in 


the St. Louis plant and were "escorted 
out of the plant involved. 


"But we don't hold any grudge 


against them and would rehire them," 
Ford added. "We would regret taking 
such action because we know the 
men are simply being duped by the 
leaders and coerced." 
.The manufacturer 
who 
advised 


workers last month "to stay out of 
labor unions" for their own good, said 
he felt public officials should protect 
industry from sit-down strikers. 


"Those who seize property not their 


own arc in the samo cfttggbry

houscbrttikers," Ford said* '"Hie poU« 
ticlan.i who were elected na bur pub- 
lic servants are policemen In a 0en#e 
and should protect our rights." 


Ford said he felt workers participat- 


ing In recent strikes "have lost." 


"They're being organized and had 


their freedom taken awny," he said. 
"They'll pay money to the unions and 
get nothing in return. 


"History shows that nil Improve- 


ments in labor have come out of in- 
dustry and never out of coercion or 
politics. This is quite logical. Ifo we 
don't do our part to create a market by 
paying good wages, we can't sell our 
goods."

and angry farmers and "loyal" men 
and women workers of the Hershey 
Chocolate Corporation drove more than 
1,000 sit-down strikers from the fac- 
tory Wednesday after a bloody battle. 
Twenty-five of the combatants were 
attended at a hospital; nearly as many 
more were taken to physicians' of- 
fices or removed to their homes. Most 
of the victims had battered heads, 
bruised bodies and fractured arms or 
legs. 


Women added their screams and 


shrieks to the shouting of the em- 
battled men folk. Several times the 
rioting spread to the broad lawns, 
where both sides gained recruits from 
the thousands of onlookers who block- 
ed all traffic and shouted encourage- 
ment. 


Fanners' Market Cut Off 


The picturesque little town which 


the multi-millionaire, Milton S. Her- 
shey, built in the cornfields near his 
birthplace, looked on tense as far- 
mers from six counties joined the non- 
strikers in mass meeting in the big 
sports arena Hershey built for his 
Eastern Ice Hockey League club. 


These farmers joined in demonstra- 


tions Monday and Tuesday, protesting 
against the sit-down, because they sup- 
ply the factory with 800,000 pounds of 
milk daily. Their market was cut off 
by the strike. Another parade was 
held in forenoon, and all Hershey 
turned out to cheer. 


Mcnnonitc women and their men 


folk milled about with townfolk, moth- 
ers with babes in their arms, nnd 
tourists who stopped to sec the pro- 
cession. After the parade, the far- 
mers and non-strikers mot again in 
the arena, while their leaders, execu- 
tives of the Hershey company and 
leaders of the Chocolate Workers of 
America, on affiliate of the Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization, which 
called the strike, held a closed con- 
ference. Into this parley the farmers 
and their allies sent an ultimatum: 
That the sit-downers quit the plant at 
noon.

Cholera^ Control 


Hog G r o w e r s Urged to 


Vaccinate Pigs Just 


Before Weaning 


The only method available to pre- 


vent heavy lassos resulting from hog 
cholera Ls to vaccinate by the serum- 
virus method. 


The cost of vncclnntion Is lowest, 


and the least risk is taken when the 
young pigs ure vaccinated just prior 
to weaning. Time and effort can be 
saved if vaccination is done on a com- 
munity wide basis. 


The attack of the found worm on 


young pigs causes heavy losses through 
death nnd Inck of thrift. The most 
satisfactory means of controlling the 
round worm is through prevention of 
infestation. 


Permanent hog quarters become fill- 


ed with eggs of the round worm. Con- 
sequently the most practical means of 
prevention is to have the litter far- 
rowed in clean quarters on ground 
that has not been used for IVORS for at 
least 12 monUis. 


If the sow comes from contaminated 


quarters, she should be washed be- 
fore moving to clean quarters. Ef- 
forts and money expended in this way 
are more effective than treating the 
pigs after they have once become in- 
fested with worms.
